They also 
request that the War on the Fly be kept up vigorously, and assist that the livery stables and merchants 
of the town provide themselves with an ample Supply of fly traps and that every effort be made to exter- 
minate the abominable fly.

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Go-To-Sunday-School-Sunday 
wan a success in Hopkins county. 
It was last Sunday, and the ef- 
fort was to put into the Sunday 
Schools of Kentucky on that day 
one million people, about double 
the usual average attendance. 

It is a close estimate that there 
were in the fifty-four active Sun- 
day Schools in Hopkins County 
some 4500 to 5000 persons on 
that day. Ten t.owns with thirty 
Sunday Schools had 8828 in at- 
tendance. They were as follows :

Madisonville, 1292; Earlington, 
742 ; Dawson Springs, 367 ; Mor- 
tons Gap, 209; Nebo, 179; Han 
sou, 131; Nortonville, 113; Ils- 
ley, 101; Sr. Charles, 99; White 
Plains, 95.
